Secretary Cortelyou, according to Mr 
Culberson, violated the law by depos- 
iting public money in New York banks 
for speculative purvoses, giving them a 
greater share of. the funds than their 
combined capital permitted. 

With only one-sixth thé total capital 
of all the banks in the country the New 
York banks got one-third of all the pub- 
4c moneys hetween August and Decenm: 
ber, said Mr. Culberson. They had $112,- 
000,000 in December, compared with $29,- 
000,000 in Southern banks. 

Mr. Culberson said that Secretar} Cor- 
telyou had also broken tite law by is- 
suing the Panama bonds when they 
were not needed for canal expenses by 
excluding private bidders and accept.

Gen. Jacob S. Coxey of Mount Ver- 
non, O., learned more about tramps in 
a room at the Planters Hotel Thursday 
morning than he did on his famous 
march to Washington in 1894. Dr. Ben 
Reitman, the hobo chieftain of Chicago, 
furnished the information. 

“The trouble with these movements of 
unemployed to better their condi- 
tion,’’ Coxey remarked, “is that the 
people fail to recognize that they are 
men honestly seeking employment and 
insist on regarding them as haboes.,’ 

Reitman Waxes Wrath. 

“‘Hoboes,”’ echoed Reitman with a ris- 
ing inflection indicative. of indignation. 
“Why, vou don’t seem to know what 
a hobo is. A hobo is a man who is 
tramping about looking for employ- 
ment.’”’ 

“That's 
derstood 


not the way the term is un- 
generally,”” retorted Coxey, 
warmly. ‘‘A hobo is usually classed as 
a gxood-for-nothing fellow who doesn’t 
want to work and would rather beg.’’ 

“Oh, you mean a tramp, not a hobo,” 
said Reitman disgustedly. “A tranip 
is a man who tramps because he likes 
to travel and who doesn’t want to work 
because it will interfere with. his tray- 
eling. See?’ 

The discussion took place in Coxey’s 
room at the Planters. He came to St. 
Louis to address a meeting of the un- 
employed Friday night at the invitation 
of a committee including Reitman, 
James Eads How of St. Louis and John 
Eilis of Boston. While waiting for How 


to arrive Coxey, Reitman ‘and Ptlle-dis- }- 
-cussed- the unemployed. Reitman only 


recently was savagely beaten by the 
Chicago police for trying to lead a pa- 
rade of the unemployed to the City Hall. 
Eills was with a party arrested in Bos- 
ton about a month ago for begging the 
Governor to help the idle. Coxey had 
never met either of them until Thurs- 
day. 
Coxey'’s Ideas Unchanged. 

The hero of the march of 1894 told 
Reitman and Ellis that he favored the 
same plan for the relief of the unem- 
ployed now he did when he organized 
his famous “petition in boots.’”’ He 
geeve them copies of the famous “non- 
interest pond biil’’ that he presented to 
Congress that year and Said Ne was still 
in favor of the Federal Government 
extending to all states, cities and coun- 
ties the same privileges it extended to 
national banks and that he wanted the 
national banks deprived of their power 
to issue currency. Coxey said he had 
no hope that the present Congress woull 
aid in carryiug out his plan. 

“Tl favor a revolution of thought that 
will elect a Congress that will help the 
people,” he said. 

“A favor a revoiution of the ballot,” 
Fills interjected, ‘‘that will establish 
the initiative and referendum and not 
make five members of the Supreme 
Court of the United States the bosses 
of the country.”’ 

Reitman Urges -Confiscation., 

‘Revolution now on the wing” 
Reitman interrupted. “I do not believe 
in your slow methods. I am in favor of 
the unemployed taking work if it is not 
given to them. I believe that if a man 
sees factory and the owner won't 
give him @ job and let him earn enough 
to buy shoes, that man ‘has a right to 
go into that factory, make own 
shoes and put them on.’”’

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Senator Cul- 
berson of Texas, Democratic leader in 
the Senate, charged on the floor of the 
Senate toddy that Secretary of the 
Treasury Cortelyou had violated the 
la win six respects in his handling of 
the finances during the panic. 

He' demanded that the ~ecretary be 
called on to furnish the Senate with al! 
correspondence between his office and 
the New York banks that would show 
whether he had supplied funds to the 
New York banks only for relief through 
them of the Western and Southern bank- 
ers, or for use in speculation. 

Secretary Cortelyou, according to Mr 
Culberson, violated the law by depos- 
iting public-money in New York banks 
for speculative purvoses, giving them a 
greater share of the funds than their 
combined capital permitted. 

With only one-sixth the_total capital 
of all the banks in the country the New 
York banks got one-third of all the pub- 
nc moneys between August and Decen: 
ber, said Mr. Culberson. They had $112,- 
000,000 in December, compared with $29,- 
000,000 in Southern banks. 

Mr. Culberson said that Secretar} Cor- 
telyou had also broken tite law by is- 
suing the Panama bonds when they 
were not needed for canal expenses by 
excluding private bidders and accept.

“You Confuse ‘Tramps’ and 
‘Hoboes,’” Is Charge Made 
to Veteran. 





Gen. Jacob S. Coxey of Mount Ver- 
non, O., learned more about tramps in 
a room at the Planters Hotel Thursday 
morning than he did on his famous 
march to Washington in 1894. Dr. Ben 
Reitman, the hobo chieftain of Chicago, 
furnished the information. 

“The trouble with these movements of 
the unemployed to better their condi- 
tion,’”’ Coxey remarked, “is that the 
people fail to recognize that they are 
men honestly seeking employment and 
insist on regarding them as haboes.,’ 

Reitman Waxes Wrath. 

‘*Hoboes,”’ echoed Reitman with a ris- 
ing inflection indicative: of indignation. 
“Why, vou don’t seem to know what 
a hobo is. A hobo is a man who is 
tramping about looking for employ- 
ment.”’ 

“That’s not the way the term is un- 
derstood generally,’’ retorted Coxey, 
warmly. ‘‘A hobo ts usually classed as 
a gxood-for-nothing fellow who doesn’t 
want to work and would rather beg.”’ 

“Oh, you mean a tramp, not a hobo,” 
said Reitman disgustedly. “A tranip 
is a man who tramps because he likes 
to travel and who doesn’t want to work 
because it will interfere with. his tray- 
eling. See?’’ 

The discussion took place in Coxey’s 
room at the Planters. He came to St. 
Louis to address a meeting of the un- 


employed Friday night at the invitation | 


of a committee including Reitman, 
James Eads How of St. Louis and John 
Kills of Boston. While waiting for How 


recently was savagely beaten by the 
Chicago police for trying to lead a pa- 
rade of the unemployed to the City Hall. 
Eills was with a party arrested in Bos- 
ton about a month ago for begging the 
Governor to help the idle. Coxey had 
never met either of them until Thurs- 
day. 
Coxey's Ideas Unchanged. 

The hero of the march of 1894 told 
Reitman and Ellis that he favored the 
same plan for the relief of the unem- 
ployed now he did when he organized 
his famous “petition in boots.” He 
ge@¢ge them copies of the famous “non- 
interest vond biil’’ that he presented to 
Congress that year and said lie was stil! 
in favor of the Federal Government 
extending to all states, cities and coun- 
ties the same privileges it extended to 
national banks and that he wanted the 
national banks deprived of their power 
to issue currency. Coxey said he had 
no hope that the present Congress woul. 
aid in earrying out his plan. 

“IT favor a revolution of thought that 
will elect a Congress that will help the 
people,’ he said. 

“A favor a revolution of the ballot,” 
Eills interjected, “that will establish 
the initiative and referendum and not 
make five members of the Supreme 
Court of the United States the bosses 
of the country.”’ . 

Reitman Urges Confiscation. 

‘‘Revolution now on the wing” 
Reitman interrupted. “I do not believe 
in your slow methods. I am in favor of 
the unemployed taking work if it is not 
given to them. I believe that if a man 
sees a shoe factory and the owner won't 
give him @ job and let him earn enough 
to buy shoes, that man ‘has a right to 
go into that factory, make his own 
shoes and put them on.”’ 

“Gracious, goodness!" exclaimed Gen. 
Coxey, in amazement, “J cannot sub- 
scribe to any such doctrine as that. I'm 
no revolutionist. I don’t’ want anybody 
to think that I would countenance for 
a minute such an agreement as that. 
That’s out of the question.”’ 

“No, that’s. wrong, Reitman,’’ 
Kills. 

But Reitman only laughed and said 
he still thought he was right.

getter,’’ though there was no need for 
it.

His Blunder. 

Then’ Morse made his blunder. He 
made an arbitrary raise in the retail 
price of ice in the blistering summer 
of 1898 from 30 cents to 60 cents a hun- 
dred. The World began a crusade 
against the Ice Trust, other newspapers 
soon joined in and finally there was an 
investigation which disclosed the part 
the city administration had in promot- 
ing the trust and the stockholdings of 
prominent office holders. 

Under heavy pressure the discredited 
Ice Trust finally cut down the price: 
independents began to work into the 
trade, and finally there was a terrific 
slump in the stock market which 
wrecked the fortunes of many a Tam- 
many follower of Van Wyck and Car- 
roll. Morse, Van Wyck and Carroll, 
foreseeing the' slump, had sold their 
holdings at the high level of prices and 
had made immense sums.

“That noble suffragette, Mrs. Cob- 
dem Sanderson, who was imprisoned for 
lecturing on this subject, is one of the 
most heroic of suffragettes,”’ Mis 
Werth said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
“I think her Influence has done a greut 
deal for the cause. 

“A woman’s uwemands will never be 
heeaed or her work appreciated unti! 
she is backed by the power of the bal- 
lot, and especially, a working woman's 
claim shouid be just as good as a man’s 
because that is the only way in which 
it will be possible for women to draw 
the same pay as men for the sam2 
work. It will be through the working 
women that woman's suffrage will be 


1] obtained. 


“Many women say: ‘Oh, I will let 
my husband do the voting,’ but this is 
shirking a duty. The ballot needs won- 
an’s influence for the home. Our work 
is educational. 

“The reason men oppose woman's suf- 
frage is because they do not want their 
arbitrary and domineering politics in- 
terfered with. The prohibition question 
is another reason for their opposition.”

Dr. Hoffmann Says Missouri

Rockefeller’s Chicago University has 
captured the Bible Gollege of Missouri 
and turned it into a hotbed of heresy, 
says the Rev. Gustavus Hoffmann of 
Maplewood, in an amended answer filed 
Thursday in the suit by which the col- 
lege seeks to recover on a $5000 note. 

Dr. Hoffmann agreed to give the col- 
lege $5000 when it should have obtained 
other donations amounting to $50,000. 

In his new petition he says that 
reason for not turning over the money 
is. that instead of imparting knowledge 
of the Bible the college is teaching in- 
fidelity and is scouting the story of the 
Garden of Eden and the swallowing of 
Jonah by the whale. 


Calls Vhem Infidels. 

“The members of the faculty, 
Jefferson Lhaman, Charles 
Sharp and G. D. Edwards are 
critics, infidels and rationalists,’’ 
Says. 

‘“‘Lhaman,’” he continues, not 
believe in Christ in the way a Christian 
should. He believes that the death of 
Christ was a mere natural phenomenon 
like the death of any other man. MI 
therefore suggest that the name of the 
college should be changed to ‘the Mis- 
souri Unitarian Theologica! Semi- 
nary.’ ”’ 

“Prof. Manford Sharp,” he says, ‘‘is 
a Chicago University man who gives 
lectures for the college.

They Declare Reconstruction 
of Street Was Forced 
Upon Them. 





Property owners,on Clayton avenue 
are organizing to resist the payment of 
special tax bills issued by the city for 
the reconstruction of the street with 
bitulithic paving. 

A committee consisting of Peter 
Schmitt of 3938 Clayton avenue, Edward 
Neubert of 4147 Clayton avenue, Patrick 
McKain of, 44642 Clayton avenue and 
Charles Lochbihler of 4208 Clayton ave- 
nue has laid the matter before the Tow- 
er Grove Citizens’ Association and re- 
quested that organization to aid in the 
fight. 

The property owners complain that the 
reconstruction of the street was forced 
upon them by the Board of Public Im- 
provements; that their petitions for a 
brick street and their 
against bitulithic were rejected; that the 
concrete foundation and the wearing sur- 
face of the street were not properly 
laid, and that portions of the wearing 
surface, procured during the progress of 
reconstruction, readily disintegrate un- 
der slight heat. 

Contractor Demands Money. 

The first installment on the special tax 
bills is already overdue and the property 
owners who have: refused to pay have 
been notified that the contractor has ex- 
ercised his option to declare all the re- 
maining installments due and payable 
immediately. , 

The property owners have not declared 
whether they will ~bring suit against 
the city to prevent the collection of the 
special tax bills, or whether they will 
simply continue to refuse to pay and let 
the contractors sue them. They expect 
to.employ an attorney. 

Clayton avenue was reconstructed in 
November. The special tax bills were 
issued early in December, and the first 
installment became due within 30 days 
after notice was served on the property 
owner. Mr. Neubert says that fully one- 
half of the property owners on the street 
have refused to pay the special tax bills. 
The total cost of the street was $71,044.62, 
of which $48,499.46 was for the concrete 
foundation and bitulithic wearing sur- 
face. 

Few Residents Wealthy. 

Few of the property owners on Clay- 
ton avenue are wealthy. The street 
parallels the Wabash tracks, and is 
built up principally with small homes. 
The property owners wanted a brick 
street because it was cheaper and more 
durable than bitulithic. The cost of 
a brick street would have been $7895.26 
less than ‘bitulithic, about ll per 
cent. 

The property owners who are com- 
plaining say that Sarah street and 
other streets in the immedaite vicinity 
have been !mproved and re- 
constructed, and that some of the peo- 
ple are now threatened with confis- 
cation of their property because they 
are unable to meet all the special tax 
bills. 

“We have a good macadam pavement 
on the street,’ said Neubert, ‘‘and there 
was no demand on the part of the prop-

Board of Public Improvements, of its 
own volition, took up the matter and 
decided to pave Clayton avenue. When 
the property owners found that the 
street was to be made over their pro 
tests, they petitioned for a brick street. 
We. got the signatures of more than 
two-thirds of the property owners for 
brick. These people are poor, and want- 
ed the cheapest street that could be 


made. 

“When we took our petition to the 
City Hall we were tolfi that we would 
get granite bituminous or nothing. We 
told the gentlemen who seemed to be 
clothed with so much authority that 
Wwe would very much prefer nothing. 
We then got up a remonstrance against 
bitulithic, but the board paid no atten- 
tion to that. It forced us to take bitu- 
lithic. 

Went to O'Reilly. 

“Il went several times to President 
O'Reilly of the Board of Public Im- 
provements and reminded . him that 
when he was running for office he 
had promised to serve the people. I 
called his attention to the fact that 
the people on Clayton avenue had de- 
manded one kind of a street, and that 
he was forcing another, and more ex- 
pensive, street on them. He promised 
to se@ what could be done, but nothing 
Was done. We had to take the street, 
and now the special tax bills have been 
issued against the property owners. 

“T consider that I was treated insolent- 
ly when I went to the City Hall to de- 
mand my.rights. We expect to employ 
a lawyer to fight the special tax bills. 

“Tl watched the construction of. the 
street closelv. In making the founda- 
tion 19 wheelbarrows of crushed stone 
and sand were used to one bag of ce- 
ment. The concrete was so soft that I 
could dig it up’ with my cane. I got 
some of the wearing surface, and when 
this is warmed a little I can tear it all 
to pieces with my hands. The properiyv 
owners on a street certainly have some 
rights that the Board of Public 
provements has got to respect, and we 
are going to see whether we have to 
pay these bills.”’ 

Grand Jury’s Comment. 


The December grand jury in its report 
Stated that the Board of Public Im- 
provements. has disregarded the pcti- 
tions of property owners for a certain 
material when. it desired to retain the 
continuity of a street. In the case of 
Clayton avenue there was no part of it 
constructed of bitulithic. Street Com- 
missioner Travilla says the board de- 
sired to have a sheet paving on the 
street, as it runs out to Forest Park, 
and carries considerable light traffic. 

The special tax district of which Clay- 
ton avenue is the center is very irregu- 
larly laid out, and some of the property 
owners in the district are threatening to 
contest the special tax bills on the 
ground that the district is improperly 
laid out. The Supreme Court has de- 
cided that special tax bills for bitulithic 
streets, even when the street is laid 
over the protests of property owners 
and under conditions which prohibit

Margaret. Heron Files Court Petition

Alleging that she was a member of

THE CARS ON THE SIDBTRACKS. 

Nearly all human activity was long ago de- 
scribed as moving things from one place to an- 
other. If that be true, a country having 225,000 
miles of railway may find in the transportation 
tusiness the surest indications of real industrial 
and commercial conditions. 

One year ago there was comr'aint in almost 
every State of the shortage of freight cars. 
Shippers ‘were everywhere clamorous. Railroad 
managers were larshly criticised in some quar- 
ters on the theory that they were to blame for 
the situation and in various states laws were 
passed inflicting penalties upon them for failure 
to provide adequate equipment. | 





On Feb. 6, 1907, the American Railway Asso- 


ciation reported a shortage of cars aggregating 
104,226. On Feb. 4 of this year, it is stated on 
the same authority that there were $75,000 freight 
cars standing idle on sidetracks throughout the 
country. So great is the eongestion in’ some 
places that special arrangements have had to be 
made to care for the property, and old rules and 
regulations, made to prevent the unnecessary de- 
tention of cars; have been abrogated. 

With so vast a number of cars in disuse, a cor- 
responding reduction has been made in the de- 
mand for locomotives, and of these it is reported 
that no less than, 12,000 are now out of commis- 
sion. 

In corroboration of these staggering figures 
the monthly reports of railway earnings general- 
ly indicate serious reductions, and in an effort to 
minimize expenses train service is being material- 
ly curtailed and working forces in most places 
have been greatly lessened. 

It is possible that to some extent the chill 
which has fallen upon the railway interest is 
psychological, but it is to be remembered that 
transportation feels quickly the imaginary as well 
as the real hardships which afflict every. é6ther 


line of industry. Business depression, whether 


deep-seated and lasting or only sentimental and_ 


temporary, cannot fail to reduce the volume of 
railway traffic, and so the figures here © given 
show perhaps more completely than anything 
else the violence of thé shock which the country |_ 
received at the time of the recent panic. 


In this, the physical aspect of the railway busi- 
hess, accepting it as a barometer of industrial 
conditions generally, there is nothing which any 
American can contemplate with gatisfaction. 
Wisely or unwisely managed, honestly or dishon- 
estly financed, the railways are not only the 
greatest of our industries; they are also the in- 
dispensable servants of every other legitimate in- 
terest. | 
Under the impetus of abounding prosperity too 
many of them, in thé hands of reckless men, 
have contributed to the disaster which has now 
befallen them. Loaded: with debt, robbed of valu- 
able rights, involved in lawbreaking and face to 
face with the penalties therefor, some of the more 
important:of these corporations, once best pre- 
pared to withstand the consequences of a few lean 
years, are now least able to carry. the burdens 
that avarice and crime have heaped upon them. 

Contemplating the effects of the wicked poli- 
cles properly chargeable to vicious railway man- 
agement and exploitation, the thought must oc- 
cur to honest and prudent men in the business 
that a duty devolves upon them as well-as upon 
those who legislate and govern. If the sagacidus 
financiers and skillful practical men attached to 
the railway interest. would unite in warfare upon 
the buccaneers of their class they could soon rid 
the land of beasts of prey more to be dreaded 
than any that ever ranged the primeval forests. 

Responsibility, accountability, common honesty 
and ordinary decency in corporate management 
are to be found in many places, intent upon their 
own, but they are chargeable also with a certain 
oversight of others which thus far has not been 
witnessed conspicuously in high railway circles. 
Railway men, like bankers, are their brothers’ 
keepers in a sense. When train robbers appear 
they work in harmony for their destruction. Why 
should they not take arms at once against the in- 
finitely more desperate marauders who operate 
through the stock market? 


The thousands of idle cars and locomotives are 
evidences of great crimes and great misfdrtunes. 
The crimes canbe prevented. Every honestly 
managed railway corporation in the land can lend 
a hand. | |

SHALL IT DIE? 


New York World Editorial Today. 

Mr. Bryan’s opinion of the World is always inter- 
esting. The columns of the world are always open 
to him for thé expression of his views on any sub- 
ject, whether it be the management of a newspaper, 
or ‘‘The Map of Bryanism,’’ or any of the issues of 
a presidential contest. 

But in the midst of a campaign, involving a ques- 
tion of Democratic life or death, we cannot stop to 
bandy personalities with even so eminent and distin- 
guished an opponent as he. In the eloquent words of 
Mr. Bryan’s speech at Chicago in 1896, which won 
him the Democratic nomination for President: ‘We 
object to bringing this question down to the level of 
persons. The individual is but an atom; he is born, 
he acts, he dies; but principles are eternal and this 
has been a contést over a principle.” 

The World therefore repeats the questions which it 
presented to Mr. Bryan Tuésday morning which are 
still unanswered:

Thanks to Mr. Bryan's peerless leadership the Dem- 
ocratic party is more of a sectional party than it was 
during the Civil War. It is in complete control of 
only 13 of 46 states and these are all in the South. 
The Republicans have the greatest numerical major- 
ity in the United States Senate that they have had 
since 1877. There are fewer Democrats in the House 
of Representatives than there were in 1875. There are 
only two anti-Republican United States senators. 
north of the line of the Missouri Compromise. There 
are 18 more states which are not represented in the 
House of Representatives by a single Democrat. Out- 
side of New York City there are only 38 Democrats 
in both houses’ of Congress from all the Northern 
and Western states. 

What answer has Mr. Bryan to make to this rec- 
ord? What will be the condition of the. Democratic

Because a man is a swimming direc- 
ter is no reason why he may not have 
some narrow escapes from drowning. |! 
have had two pretty close calls, al- 


though one was nothing but a loss of 
presence of mind for a few seconds. 

I was born at Gibraltar, and when I 
was about 12 years old I started to swi:n 
in the Atlantic. The waves rolling be- 


tween Gibraltar and Africa were a 
mighty hard proposition. One day I! 
was wading, not knowing how to swim, 
when [ stepped into a hole. I dé noi 
know how deep it was, but it seemed 
as if I was never going to stop going 
down. Fortunately my brother .har- 
pened to be near and when I came io 
the surface he towed me to shore. 

I do not count that as narrow an es- 
cape as I had when I was about 16 
years old. I was swimming in the ocean 
when the tide caught me about 200 yards 
from the shore. The Waves were so 
strong and the current of the outgoiig 
tide so strong that, though fighting mv 
hardest, I found myself being carried 
out to sea. I distinctly saw my finish. 
but life looked pretty good to me. so ] 
started one of our old swimming tricks. 
Il would dive under every wave and then 
swim like a Trojan. 

That was the hardest swimming J ever 
did in my life. It must have taken me 
nearly 16 minutes to reach shore. When 
I did get out of the water I could not 
stand. If ever there is a sickening 
feeling it is te get caught by the tide 
and feeling yourself being carried out 
to the ocean, unable to make hardly 
any headway toward shore and the huge 
waves buffeting yeu about. 

I also had an exciting few minutés in 
the Meramec River last summer.

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Bruno Soderstrom Enth 


uses Over Yankee Sports 


and Will Make a Study of

NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—Sweden has 
only about five million people, but King 
Gustav V has scnt a representative 


athlete over here to grab off the best 
we have in the way of ideas, and take 
it back to Sweden. The man who has 
undertaken the job of transporting our 
schemes of amateur -athletics to Swe- 
den is Mr. Bruno Soderstrom of Stock- 
holm and he is in New York right now 
to begin hig studies. Mr. Soderstrom is 
not going to pick things off in a hurry, 
but hé dis here to stay six months and 
get the whole thing planted securely in 
his brain before he starts to load up 
the ship for a return cargo of ideas. 

Incidentally, Mr. Soderstrom is one of 
the best athletes in the world, having 
finished second in the pole vaulting con- 
test at the Olympic games in Athens, 
and made a good showing in throwing 
the javelin, running and other sports 
of equal importance. 

Interest in Athletics. 


When the Swedish team returned from 
Athens, the members were given a great 
ovation upen their arrival in Stock- 
holm, and. King Gustav V immediately 
saw the importance of encouraging ath- 
letics and physical culture among his 
people. He found that America fur- 
nished the greatest field for study, and 
Soderstrom was commissioned to come 
here and make an exhaustive study of 
our #ystem and report back, so that 
the Government could take the matter 
up and introduce Sweden as a candi- 
date for the athletic honors of the 
world. 

While he is not in perfect condition, 
Mr. Soderstrom will, in all Hkelihood, 
take part in the big games of the Irish- 
American Athletic Club Saturday night, 
and if he is too late to get In the con- 
tests he will give exhibitions at pole 
vaulting. He holds a record of some- 
thing in kilos, which means in English 
about twelve feet. Martin Sheridan, 
who took him in charge last night, says 
that the Swede is a wonderful specimen 
of physical manhood. 

Is a Light Man. 


Soderstrom weighs 70 kilos, or some- 
thing that sounds like that, stripped, 
meaning. 147 pounds. in the United 
States. He is about five feet seven 
inches tall, and looks as if he were 
down ‘to ringside condition now. 

He speaks good English, that Is, as 
goud as any other Swede who just came 
over, but we found considerable nour- 
ishment in the interpretations of W. 
J. Feldkamp, who talked the lingo and 
then let us have it according to the 
plain American A. A. U. rules.

“It cannot be doubted that smoke 
in the atmosphere of St. Louis may be 
a Contributory cause in the development 
of “pneumonia,” said Health Commis- 
sioner Bond.

mation of the membranes, aggravates 
the. disease.
